struggle, which, at that time, had 
lasted nearly seventeen hours. 
EXPLOSION FEARED. 

The danger is increased many fold 
by the presence on beard of over 
7,000 tons of inflammable _ nitrate 
likely to explode at any minute. 
The commander and five of his men 
have been standing by his ship since 
12:35 o'clock yesterday morning 
when the fire was first discovered.

For a long time we have not heard of 
these places, for in the course of the laiger fuss, the Balkan peninsula 
has sunk into insignificance. 

That is, the small part it has plaved is like the role of a fuse 
ae has burned and served its turn, and whose sputtering 1s lost in 

e greater detonation of the mine, itself. For it must be remember- 
ed that while other causes brought about the gathering and vlacing 
of the explosive, it was a little scrap in the Balkans in 1924 that 
touched off the bomb. 

Albania will not fire a magazine this time and it is not be- 
cause there is any lagk of explosive. The saving grace is in the 
weariness of the dypdmiters of the European structure, whose nerves 
are slightly shaken yet from the years-long concussion that occurred 
in July, 1914. Albania, it seems, may keep her troubles pretty close 
within her own frontier. The League of Nations will see to that, 
rejecting as its habit is, the offer of nations to let it settle their 
fiery squabbles. 

Albania objects because rebellious forces who have sent the 
cabinet flying have used Jugoslavian territory upon which to foment 
their plots. But properly or over-cautiously, the league has declin- 
ed to intermingle with these explosive Slaves of the peninsula.

This 
freezer also has a regulator which stops the motor as soon as the 
ice cream has been frozen to the degree desired. It can be operat 
ed from any convenience: outelt and will freeze ice cream in twelve 
minutes or custard desserts in seven minutes. 


The total consumption of electricity the world over is approxi- 
mately 125,000,000,000 kilowatt-hours a year. Of this amount 
from 15 to 20 per cent. is used for illumination purposes and the 
balance in industry. The United States produces about half of this 
amount of electricity which means that our consumption is approxi- 


mately 62,000,000,000 kilowatt-hours a year.
